No inventory of the land and buildings together with their individual valuation has been kept 
by the University. 

4, Medical College Fund : — 

An amount of Rs. 1,01,646/2/11 is shown as representing the stock of Medicines. Jt has been 
stated that their precise value was ascertained in 1946-47 to be Rs. 1,54,281. But no re- valuation or 
physical verification of the above stocks has been done in 1956-57. 

5, Depreciation Fund Account 

Lump sum amount only are provided at presept for the depreciation of the various assets 
belonging to the University. A set of depreciation Ttcscrve Fund Rules has been framed and 
approved by the Executive Council on 30th August 1958. The ruleB also provide a lump sum 
provision of Rs. one lakh on all assets. In the absence of suitable details, the adequacy or otherwise 
of the lump sum provision could not be ascertained. It is stated that depreciation Reserve Fund 
on account of the buildings held under permanent Reserve Fund and Trust Fund etc, are also in- 
cluded in the lump sum provision. 


6. M, U. Fund Balance Sheet : — 

(a) Asset Side : — 

(i) An amount of Rs. 5,76,890/ 11/4 has been shown as the cost of furniture, fittings, apparatus 
and equipment. An inventory of the furniture, etc., together with the details of the 
cost working to the above figure were not available, nor docs it seem likely that it 
represents the value of the furniture, etc., with the University as the atnount has 
stood at the same figure since 1952. 

(ti) An amount of Rs. 2,63,966/12/9 is shown under outstanding account reported to re- 
present outstandings against the students on account' of University fees, etc. It is 
stated that out of this sum of Rs. 82,995/14/1 has since been realised and the balance 
is irrecoverable. 

(ii'f) An amount of Rs. 1,92,442/7/10 has been shown under advance on account representing 
the advances given to the various firms and to the University Officials for supplies and 
disbursements for subsequent adjustment to the final heads. No up-to-date list of 
persons or firms against whom advances are pending was available. 

(id) An amount of Rs, 18,553/4/- has been shown against permanent advances to Head of The 
Departments for incurring contingent expenditure. Details of persons against whom 
advances were pending were not made available.

Hie Ministry of Labour & Employment, Government of India, by its Order 
No. 2/76/60-LRII, dated the 25th May 1960, made in pursuance of the powers 
conferred by clause (d) of sub-section (1) of Section 10 of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 (XIV of 1947), referred the aforesaid industrial dispute ‘to 
the Central Government Industrial Tribunal at, Dhanbad presided over by me 
for adjudication of the matters contained as per schedule below: — 

"Having regard to the duties p.erformed by Shri Ablsal Khalko, Clerk, 
Sirka Colliery, whether the management of that colliery is justified 
in keeping him in Grade III as per provisions of the Award of the 
All India Industrial Tribunal (Colliery Disputes) as modified by 
the Labour Appellate Tribunal? If not, to what relief is he entitled 
after the 7th December 1959?” 

2. Turning to the contention of the workman, I get that he wants to be 
upgraded and placed on clerical grade II with retrospective effect bn the ground 
of his present duties. His further contention is that he was originally an 
Attendance Clerk. When Attendance Clerks were re-designated as Register 
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Keepers, he was placed in Grade III after the publication of the Majumdar 
Award. As a matter of fact, he was doing the work of Assistant Cashier or 
the Cash Cle.k. He also enumerates the duties performed by him in his written 
statement, namely, that he was making payments to the workmen, he was 
posting cash ledgers, making out outward bills, maintaining bill register and 
unclaimed wages register, filling up tho cost per ton sheet, etc. But in hi* 
oral evidence before me Shri Abisai Khalko has admitted that when the cashier 
is on leave, the Assistant Cashier takes over the charge of cash. He never 
took charge of the cash from 1950 up till now. During the leave vacancy of 
the cashier all his duties were performed by the Assistant Cashier. It appears 
that he docs not handle cash except that he gives the sick khorakl and bonus 
to persons on sick leave. So the claim in his statement that he is an Assistant 
Cashier admittedly falls through. Regarding the other duties, I also get from 
his admission that the cost of the revenue figures are prepared by the Cashier 
and he prepares copies thereof. It is the Cashier who prepares the cost per 
ton sheet and Shri Khalko merely prepares copies. The Assistant Cashier also 
maintains Exhibits A and A(l). So practically he does not prepare anything 
besides routine duties of a clerk of the minimum grade. He is not required 
to discharge any onerous responsibility, Even if he was a Register Keeper, 
as all Attendance Clerks were, then In the light of the foot-note to Appendix 
XVI of the All India Industrial Tribunal (Colliery Disputes) he cannot occupy 
a better grade than Grade III. So considering his status as well as his nature 
of duties performed by him I think the company was justified in placing him 
in Grade III as it did. 

3. Having regard to the above, I find that he is entitled to no relief after 
7th December 1959 as raised in the issue having been rightly put into Grade 
III. So the case of the workman falls through. I make no order for costa.

'“Whether the management of Pure Colukdih colliery, Pure Golukdih Coal 
Company, Post Office Jharia (Dhanbad) was justified in dismissing 
Shri Nagwantlal, Trammer? If not, to what relief is the workman 
entitled V\ 


2. Shri Nagwantlal has been hauled up by the management under two sepa- 
rate charges viz. ( 1 ) that he intentionally violated the specific instruction of 
his superior by hauling up five loaded coal tubs in place of three. (2) That 
though his leave application for six days from 6th July, 1969 to 11th July, 196# 
was disallowed, he availed himself of the said leave from 6th July, 1969. He 
further continued in his absence till 23rd July, 1959. So he was absent without 
permission for more than 10 days. I 


3. The workman, on the other hand, takes up the plea that the trammers all 
along hauled up four or five tubs and that the breakage of the bracket of the 
haulage rope had taken place in normal course of things because it was old. 
Regarding the second charge his contention is that he turned up on the lfith 
July, 1959 but was not permitted to join. So his absence did not last for more 
than 10 days. Further, he contends that he is the Assistant Secretary “of the 
Union and was a protected person under the Act. Because pf his union activi- 
ties he has been victimised. 

4. Turning to the evidence, I find that there were regular charge sheets issued 
to the workman. Domestic enquiries were held in which the said workman did 
participate. He was found guilty of both the charges, As a consequence he was 
dismissed from service. Now the point is whether this dismissal is justified. 

If I turn to the standing orders of coal mining industry, 1 find Nagwantlal 
has been charged under para 27 (1) of the said standing orders so far as his 
intentional insubordination of the order of the superior is concerned. That the 
order in question not to haul up more than 3 tubs does not appear to be un- 
reasonable. This order being of the Manager and the Electrical Supervisor 
amounts to an order of a superior officer, Now the point is whether there was 
wilful insubordination or disobedience of such order. For this two things are 
necessary, viz. (1) that the order ■was duly communicated and (2) that the 
workman did deliberately violate ihis order. It is in evidence that the order 
in question is not in waiting. If it is there, it is only on the Board. All that 
is said is that the orders were verbally communicated. Mere announcement on 
the Board is not enough particularly when illiterate people are concerned. I 
find no reason why he there should be nothing in writing of such an important 
order which ensured the safety of the haulage rope. No motive in the present 
case has been alleged or proved why these trammers would take it into their 
heads to violate this order if it was enforced. It is the definite contention of the 
workman hi his reply to the charge sheet that all trammers have all along been 
hauling up five tubs at a time and that there was ho specific order of the mana- 
ger to the contrary. Thus the order if it was there was observed more in breach 
uian in observance. So it was the incumbent duty of the management In face 
of this emphatic denial to prove that, an a matter of fact more than three tubs 
were never hauled up. Of course, some evidence has been adduced in the 
domestic enquiry. But I find that there was no cross-examination of the wit- 
nesses by the workman or anybody on his behalf. This testimony, not being 
tested by cross-examination and taken by an officer of the management by itself 
la not sufficient to prove the guilt. T really fail to find any reason why the 
Management would fight shy and not examine any of those witnesses though 
they are in its employ and are available *for making deposition in court. So 
having regard to all these facts and circumstances, I am unable to agree with 
the finding of the management, namely, that there was wilful insubordination, 
or disobedience of the order of a superior although such order was lawful and 
reasonable. The plea that the lfaulage rope was old has failed. So I am 
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hotvever unable to find that the management was justified in dismissing this 
workman on this count, , 

6. Turning to the second charge, I find 1 vom the admission of Nag want ltd, the 
workman in question that his leave was not allowed. His application for leave 
was dated 29th June, 1959. According to him a letter was served on him at his 
village residence on 30th June, 1959 that the leave was not allowed. He admits 
to have countersigned the copy of the said letter. He further admits that though 
his lea,ve was not allowed, he left the colliery on 6th July, 1959. His defence 
is that on 16th July, 1959 he reported for duty but the Manager did not per- 
mit him to join, So his contention is that he is within the protecting clause 16 
of para 27 of the standing orders. Bui, I am unable to accept his defence on this 
point. Firstly, there Is the evidence of the management that though he turned 
upon 16th July, 1959, he did not want to join. It was on 23rd July, that he 
actually offered to join. Even if I accept the defence of the workman on this 
point, namely, that he was within the safeguard of clause 16 of para 27 of the 
standing orders, I find that his plea cannot stand him in good stead. Firstly I 
refer to para 12 Of the said standing orders. There it is stated that any employee 
who remains absent without properly approved leave will render himself liable 
for disciplinary action. That he was absent without approved leave is beyond 
question. He could not show any satisfactory cause of his remaining absent 
which is required even under clause 16 of para 27 of the standing orders. All that 
Is said is that he had urgent work at home. That can never be enough in such 
circumstances. Besides, I think that he is guilty under clause (1) of para 27 
of the aforesaid standing orders. When his leave was refused his remaining 
away from work or availing of the leave amounts to wilful insubordination. The 
order refusing to sanction leave does not appear to be either unlawful or un- 
reasonable. The reason given is that no leave was due and that no substitute 
arrangement could he arranged. None of these grounds have been challenged, 
"before me, His availing of the leave In spite of its refusal amounts to inten- 
tional violation of the reasonable order of a superior. So he was rightly found 
guilty .by the management and I agree with the said finding. 

7. Now, regarding the allegation of victimisation, I am unable to find, that 
the management was motivated to take this action against the workman merely 
for his union activities. If that was so, then the grounds on which he had been 
let down would have been either false or flimsy. But in this case, though I 
could not agree with the finding that the workman was guilty under the first 
charge of hauling up more than three tubs at a time, but I agree with the finding 
of the management that the workman did defy the management. Such action 
is certainly subversive of discipline. 1 can never countenance such action in 
the interest of the industry. Protected person does not carry any Immunity to 
a workman to do anything he pleases and to sabotage discipline. Protected 
person under the new Act only places such a person on a preferential footing 
with regard to the obtaining of permission for taking action under Section 33 of 
the Act by providing that express permission in writing of the Tribunal concern- 
ed should be taken as a condition precedent. But nothing more. But in this 
case this workman seems to have thought that because he happens to be the 
Assistant Secretary of the Union he could disregard the standing orders of the 
company and defy the management’s order even though the said order is reason- 
able and lawful. 

8. So having regard to all these facts and also circumstances, elicited before 
me, I find that the company was justified in dismissing Shri Nagwantlal, Tram- 
mer. As such, he is not entitled to any relief from this Tribunal,

This complaint purports to be one under Section 33A of the Industrial Dis- 
putes Act, 1G47, by Shri S, Natarajan, an employee of M/s. Devkaran Nanjee 
Banking Co, Ltd., which is the respondent in this case. The Complainant states 
that the management of the Bank indulged in a provocative act during the pen- 
dency of the proceedings before this National Tribunal by changing his service 
condition to his prejudice. In amplification of his complaint, he states that he 
had been deprived of his usual annual increment for the year 1960 apart from 
The denial of two increments for upgradation to Class I with effect from January, 
I860. He further states that at a time when his representation in respect of 
Special Supervisory Allowance payable as per directions in para No. 164(B) 9 of 
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the "Shastri Award” is pending before the Ministry of Labour and Employment, 
the Management, in prder to defeat his case for Supervisory Allowance, changed 
his designation to that of an ‘Officer’. 


Usual Notices were issued to both the parties fixing the date of hearing on 

27th July 1960. 


The Respondent-Bank by its written statement dated the 21st July 1960 has 
denied all tne charges made by the Complainant and stated that it has not com- 
mitted any provocative act, much less it has committed any act which could be 
construed as contravening Section 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947. It 
further states that the Complainant, who is an officer of the Bank and who is 
mot governed by the terms of any Award applicable to the Bank, was not entitled 
‘to any increments as a matter of right or otherwise, and that the story of change 
jin designation or the effect, if any, of the use of the word ‘Officer’ as alleged was 
also false, It ajfco denied the knowledge of any alleged claim pending before the 
Ministry of Labour and Employment. The Respondent-Bank contends that by 
merely calling him an officer there has been no change in the lawful rank of the 
complainant nor was there any change in the terms of conditions of his service 
or in any of his rights whatever they be under the law. 


This matter came up for hearing to-day when Shri Natarajan appeared in 
person in support of his case and Shri Venkataraman of the Indian Banks Asso- 
ciation represented the Respondent-Bank. The arguments of the Complainant 
were heard. 


The alleged non-implementation of the Shastri Award in the case of the com- 
plainant is of a long-standing and does not constitute an alteration in the service 
conditions of the Complainant during the pendency of the proceedings before this 
National Tribunal. It is the contention of the Rcspondenf that the provisions 
of the Shastri Award are not applicable to the Complainant. As regards the 
designation of the Complainant as an ‘Officer’, apart from all other considera- 
tions, Shri G. R. Venkataraman, on behalf of the Bank, -stated that the Complain- 
ant in this case was a workman within the meaning of the amended definition of 
'workman’ under the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, and that the Bank will pro- 
ceed with the present reference before this National Tribunal on that footing. He 
further stated that by calling the Complainant an ‘Officer’ it was never the inten- 
tion of the Bank to make him cease to be a workman within the meaning of the 
amended definition of ‘workman’. 


I am satisfied that the designation of the Complainant as [officer’ does not 
constitute an alteration in the service conditions of the complainant within the 
meaning of Section 33 of the Industrial Dispute? Act, 1947. Shri Natarajan was 
designated as officer in the past and the same practice continued even after the 
constitution of this National Tribunal. 


The Complainant has made out no case under Section 33A of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 and his complaint is dismissed. No order as to costs.

These four applications, purporting to be under Section 33A of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, were filed by the complainants above named, who are members of 
the editorial staff of the Respondents, the Press Trust of India, in respect of certain 
prejudicial changes alleged to have been effected during the pendency of this 
dispute by the Respondents in the duties allocated to them. The applications 
involve a common question and were heard together and are, therefore, bein£ 
disposed of by a single award. 

After the usual notices were issued and the Respondents had filed their written 
statements, the complaints were taken up for hearing and at the adjourned hear- 
ing on 12th August 1960, the parties filed consent terms on which the applicants' 
had agreed to withdraw these applications. These four applications are, therefore. 
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dismissed as withdrawn, A copy of the joint application of the parties comprising 
the consent terms is attached Herewith and marked Annexure ’A’, and the same 
shall form part of this award. '
